They say un-
less proment signs fail, he will restute mors
emphatieally than ever that the United
States wars agalnst Germany's autocratio
sytem—Iits  Intrigue and horrors—rather
than with any alm of crushing the German
people themselves. It Iv expected to be an-
other bld to the Clerman Liberals to cast
off the yoke of Kalserdom and effect a new
government shorn of militarism

If, an expected, this Government réjects
the Tope's rroffer, Germany's rulers will
probabiy revive the old clalim that the hand
of every notion s again her people for
connquest.  But If Presldent Wilson follows

ngreements as His Hollness sugrests might
not In the future be declared “scraps of
paper” and thrown aside,

The honor of the army which Invaded
Belglum, which massacred women and chil-
dren, which shot Edith Cavell, which de-
ported helpless men and women into slav-
ery, which ruthlessly devastated the rich
fields and orchards of France In its recent
“strategle retreat" ls therefore put on a
level with the honor of the army of France
and England, fighting In defense of thelr
homes, of national honor and BERinst an
autoeracy that threatened to engulf the
world.
